King of glass 

American glass artist Ray King explained* 
work at the RIBA.

TO coincide with the three- 
day conference on "Cllass in 
the Environment” organised 
by the Crafts Council, the 
Royal College of Art and the 
RIBA, glass artist Rav King 
spoke in the Florence I lull on 
Tuesday. 

A smalt exhibit ion mid **l 'nil- 
siclliition", on installation in the 
magnificent stairwell, set the 
context for the discussion of his 
evolving wink. 

Born and still bused in I'liila- 
delphia, 35-year-old King 
trained in Anierieu and Britimi, 
working initially in stained 
glass, bm the linn tin urns of 
installing and applying the 
materials and his increasing 
fascination in the physicsuflighi 
led him to develop his ideas in a 
variety of forms, most of which 
come into the category of 
environmental installation. 

Most of King’s commissions 
come from the “I per cent for 
art” programme which lius been 
well established in the States Tor 
some years; it is doubtful 
whether his craft would be 
financially viable in this coun¬ 
try. 

Self promotion is cleariv an 
important aspect of getting 
work and King exhibits his 
models and photographs of his 
pieces widely and has been 
active on severe j arts commit¬ 
tees. But in addition to commis¬ 
sioned works he is now 
represented in several major 
collections, from the Corning

Architect 
wins case 
against 
council 

THE Ombudsman has told East 
Herts District Council to apolo¬ 
gise to an architect after finding 
its planners guilty of malad¬ 
ministration. 

At issue was a scheme for 
putting asmall block offiaison a 
site in Windsor Drive, Hertford. 
The council said a proposal by 
John Davison AndrewShcrlock 
Partnership for 10 flats was 
over-development and only 
eight were acceptable — but 
then later allowed a very similar 
proposal for lOflatsaficrthesite 
had been sold on. 

John Davison, who was part 
of the development company as 
well as the architect.complained 
to the council and its planning 
director, Robin Beecham, but 
gained little satisfaction. He 
took' it to Lhe Ombudsman 
claiming recompense for the loss 
of development value and for 
damage to his professional 
credibility. 

This week he claimed "a 
pyrrhic victory. The Ombuds¬ 
man seems (oacccpt the fact that 
the council was wrong and 
ought to apologise to the 
architects, but has not asked the 
council to pay any compensa¬ 
tion”. 

Davison said his Walton 
Road Development Company 
sold off the site at a profit for 
£90,000, but estimated it would 
have been worth at least 
£112,000 with the greater per¬ 
mission, Indeed, the site has 
since been sold on again, with 
the sellers asking £135,000. 

The Ombudsman appears to 
have taken the view that 10 flats 
was over-development, and the 
permitted scheme was open to 
the same criticisms as the earlier 
rejected one. 

Davison said the developers 
may take further action in 
search of compensation. 

“The really galling thing 
about the very similar scheme 
that was passed is that it was not 
even drawn up by architects, but 
technicians,” he said.

Riot area leader to 
seek Arcuk help 
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A BRISTOL community group 
is threatening to bring new 
complaints of incompetence to 
Arcuk over alleged faults in a 
£555,000 community centre. 

Kuomba Balogun. chairman 
of the St Paul’s Community 
Association, has already tried to 
get Arcuk to investigate the 
architects department of Avon 
County Council, which designed 
the centre, but was told com¬ 
plaints could only be brought 
against individuals.

WHETHER ii is the eighth 
wonder of the world, a folly 
on unheard of scale or 
possibly both, the most 
remarkable thing about Nor¬ 
man Foster’s Hongkong 
Bank building, opened of¬ 
ficially this week, is that it has 
come through the thick and 
thin of the colony’s recent 
economic and political crises.

However much chagrin that 
has caused, the vole of confi¬ 
dence of those who ha vc seen the 
bank building must outweigh it. 
For this building is n heroic 
achievement in terms of the use 
of technology, of the testing of 
materials and designs, and the 
persistence with which ail 
involved have pursued it. 

The story is all the" more 
remarkable since, as Martin 
Pawley pointed out in the 
Guardian. Foster had never 
built above three storeys. His 
Iirst tower comprises 180m. 
designed using the principles of 
lightweight suspension bridge 
technology, whereby the struc¬ 
ture is hung from eight “masts"

The professional 
apprenticeship 

WHEN the student numbers problem has been resolved and 
which architecture schools shall survive has been finally 
decided there will still be the problem of what to learn and how 
to teach it. For the central system of architectural education 
will not simply be smaller, it will be quite different.

Traditionally the design of 
buildings was learned by doing: 
in the office of a practitioner, by 
personal demonstration — the 
professional man’s apprentice¬ 
ship. The post-war concern of 
the RIBA to make architectural 
education mure academic did 
not significantly alter this. 
Studio demonstration remained 
the basic method of teaching. 
The Oxford conference merely 
centralised it within a national 
system. 

The knock-on effect of NAB 
is about to reverse this arrange¬ 
ment nnd send design appren¬ 
ticeship back to where it came 
from. Not as a conscious de¬ 
cision, but the inevitable result 
of two powerful pressures: 
financial cost and educational 
management. 

The essence of studio demon¬ 
stration is that it is persona) — 
face-to-face dialogue; the larger 
the numbers involved, the less 
satisfactory the interaction 
between the parties. So the first 
part of the cost equation is 
obvious. 

Studio teaching is very lavish 
in Ihe most expensive com¬ 
modity of all, individual man¬ 
hours. Naturally, in the cost- 
conscious future, it will be an 
area for immediate review. 

But it is no, merely the simple 
economics of unit cost that 
makes design a financial prob¬ 
lem. The basis of all successful 
accounting is a predictable 
relationship between what is 
spent to tne task performed. 
That is why, if they can avoid it. 
sensible businessmen never 
innovate. They only deal in the 
results. 

The significant part of the 
education cost factor must be 
the ability to directly relate 
money to performance. What is 
taught must be measurable; 
specific resources to defined 
aims. This need for predictable 
performance is not confined to 
money. Like their financial 
colleagues the managers of the 
new education will also need 
defined units of educational 
account with which to operate. 

In the future any state-funded 
design education will be based 
on the building industry as a 
whole and therefore designed to 
appeal to the widest possible 
range of skills and people. A 
basic Bim of any large organisa¬ 
tion must be toestablish accoun¬ 
tability between its various 
parts. 

So that parity can exist across 
the system — between its 
interchangeable modules of 
study — predictable alms linked 
to defined resources are essen¬ 
tial. Timetabled lecture periods 
, dealing with basic skills and 
useful information directly 
applicable on an Industry-wide 
basis will be the organisational 
ideal. All parts of the system will 
mevliably tend towards this 
pattern. 

The intractable problem in 
the future for subjects like

architecture or music or art will 
nut be primarily thui they are 
expensive but that whut they 
deal m is difficult to quantify, 
both in terms of money nnd 
subject matter. 

In design, studio teaching 
exacerbates this. It emphasises 
the individual; the student I 
learns from his colleagues but 
above all by example, from a 
mentor. The master demon¬ 
strates his skill. This is, by 
definition, particularly his own 

— otherwise you could read 
about it or have it explained at 
second hand — and inevitably 
delivered at his own pace. 

Thus good studio teaching 
combines evolving and there¬ 
fore unpredictable technical 
solutions to a person-to-person 

— time-consuming — method. 
Within a system which not only 
has to be cost-conscious but 
industrially useful its days must 
be numbered. 

With hindsight it is easy now 
to sec that the real legacy of the 
Oxford conference was not so 
much to make architecture an 
academic subject but, by bring¬ 
ing it wholly into higher educa¬ 
tion, to relate it more closely to 
the methods of mass learning. 
When jobs and money were 
plentiful the consequences of 
this were never tested. Under the 
pressure of reduced resources— 
and therefore their moredefined 
disposal — NAB is about to 
correct that omission. 

For, if both the accountants 
and the educational managers 
come together in finding design 
and especially studio demon¬ 
stration difficult to deal with, we 
are unlikely tosecmuchofeither 
in whatever system evolves in 
the future. 

A closer relationship with 
industry is likely to mean not 
more imitation practice but less. 
Claiming how closely their 
course approximates to the real 
world is unlikely to be much of a 
survival strategy for confused 
academics. In the fliture the 
reality of practice will be 
demonstrated where it happens, 
as it was before. 

Schools within the central 
system will inevitably concern 
themselves more and more with 
clearly asseasible and recognis- 
ably cost-effective skills: the 
building industry equivalent of 
the three R’s — say, construc¬ 
tion, management and the 
history of styles. 

Design will go back to the 
only place where it can be 
economically learned nnd tes¬ 
ted, in practice, within some new 
form of apprenticeship. Judg¬ 
ments on its quality wllfbe left to 
the taste of the market in the 
short term and the verdict of 
history in the long. 


IT has become increasingly anomalous 
for architects to buy their professional 
indemnity insurance on the basis of 
sentiment rather than self-protection. 
For many years the Architects Benevol¬ 
ent Society enjoyed the benefits of 
offering an insurance service wilh the 
marketing carrot that by using it, you 
were also helping some older member of 
the profession fallen on hard times. Now, 
however, the business of liability Is too 
important for that sort of consideration 
to play much part. We therefore welcome 
the R IRA’s entry into the insurance 
market, through (he joint company 
formed with Architects A Professional 
Indemnity Agencies, and wish the new 
venture well. Those concerned need not 
be in the least embarrassed hy the 
thought that their success may have some 
side effect on the fortunes of MIS, for 
several reasons. The first and most 
important is that the institute leaned over 
backwards to do a deal with the society 
over its Insurance subsidiary, and 


appeared to be offering it a good (some 
would argue a too good) price for its 
business. 

The council of the society, for reasons 
best known to itself (since it hascxplained 
them to no-one else) spurned this offer 
and instead has allowed control of the 
Insurance subsidiary to pass effectively 
to its outside directors. Since the council 
aband oned som e t ime ago iIs one a t tom pt 
to ascertain all the aspects of the 
insurance subsidiary’s work, ils subse¬ 
quent decision appears logical. Whether 
It makes sense is another matter. 

There are other reusons why the 
institute should go nil out to capture the 
market. It has been (he notorious failure 
nf the existing arrangements to provide 
protection for architects collectively, 
and to provide the profession with 
information about their performance 
and defects experience (feedback as It 
has become known) which have inspired 
the institute to become Involved. The new 
scheme also provides for cases where

firms appear to be being penalised for 
some misdeed long ago can appeal to 
institute representatives to he given a 
new insurance “hearing". 

The new scheme will not be a cut-price 
alternative. Rut with luck it will I urn out 
to be one which will attract a substantial 
proportion of the profession, and will, 
through Ihe share of the proceeds gning 
to the Institute, ulhnv flic development of 
more professional advice, and the 
fighting of key legnl lest casus for the 
benefit of all architects. 

There is one other feature the new 
company might consider — publishing 
(without naming names) design details 
which have failed nnd which have led to 
litigation. Obvious though sonic of these 
may be, (here Is little which cannot be 
usefully studied.

IT is with some trepidation that 
we introduce this week the 
“Building Design 100", a listing 
of the largest practices in the 
country — because as a first 
attempt at compiling such a list it 
is bound to contain imperfec¬ 
tions. We welcome additional 
information from practices who 
feel they should appear on the 
list, which will be incorporated 
m our next survey at the end of 
this year. 

The vast majority of the 5,000 
practices in the UK are, of 
course, very small. Our initial 
survey forms were sent to 350 


practices, with a follow-up letter 
a few weeks later. The reaction to 
the survey, compiled by Ted 
Stevens Associates, was largely 
positive, though there weresome 
strenuous objections to the 
notion of a listing which might 
imply that "biggest automati¬ 
cally means best”. It is not our 
intention to imply this. A 
handful of firms declined to take 
any part in the survey; we hope 
the initial publication will 
change their minds on future 
occasions. 

. The . purpose behind attempt¬ 
ing a listing of this sort is simple: 


Cl i i 
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to find out just who are the 
biggest firms in terms of number 
of staff and/or turnover, and to 
trace over a period of time the 
fortunes not merely of individual 
firms but of the health of the 
profession generally. We have 
undertaken the survey largely as 
a result of journalistic curiosity 
people frequently speculate as to 
who the biggest firms are — and 
frequently, as things have turned 
out, they do so inaccurately. 

On future occasions we hope 
to be able to publish the listingin 
the context of other information 
about workload and numbers.

From David Randall past presi¬ 
dent, Landscape Institute 
THOSE of us who work in 
planning departments and bring 
other skills to bear upon the 
planning scene — architecture 
and landscape architecture, for 
example — have surely felt 
reassured by the recent out¬ 
spoken comments of the presi¬ 
dent of the RTPl, George 
McDonic, in his repudiation of 
the long-standing complaints 
against his profession by archi¬ 
tects. 

The planning profession nre 
only as effective as the legisla¬ 
tion they seek to uphold and the 
local planning policies their 
elected members are prepared to 


support. 

In contrast, the architect uses 
his design skills to promote the 
interests of his client — those 
interests may not coincide with 
the interests of the local com¬ 
munity — thus conflicts occur 
and what seems like a brilliant 
design solution can be rejected 
because of what is judged to he 
its unacceptable hnpnct on the 
local scene. 

In the cose of conflicts over 
actual design, I can vouch for the 
fact that planners have saved 
countless streets from poorly 
designed or quite inappropri¬ 
ately conceived buildings and, 
by their stubbornness, have 
enabled many architects to Insist 
to their clients that the slick 
solution that may have been 
built in one town just will not do 
in another location and must be 
scaled down or reassessed. 

From these rema rks it should 
be clear I see little point in 
perpetuating the infighting 
between planners and architects 
— particularly since it ignores 
the contribution of the other 
profession with an interest in the 
planning process — namely the 
members of the Landscape 
Institute. 

Whether it is as promoters of 
development or as part of the 
planning scrutiny of proposals, 
we have a very real contribution 
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to make to the debate as to what 
is appropriate lor any location. 
For an alert planning depart¬ 
ment and ;i well-briefed plan¬ 
ning committee should be as 
much concerned about whnl is 
to go on outside llie actual 
build in gls) of any planning 
nppticaiton as the look of the 
architecture — lor this is what 
the local community will see 
most often. 

Finally, nitty I make a plea for 
both the RTTl and the HI HA to 
join with the l andscape Institu¬ 
te in a joint statement reflecting 
the role of each of the profes¬ 
sions in the design aspects of 
development control. (A draft 
was sent by the l.l to the UTIM 
three presidents ago!)

The answer is no, of course not. 
Please join in. Science would not 
be science unless new knowledge 
were fully exposed to criticism in 
order to establish its worth. 
However, there are ground rules 
as to what kinds of criticism arc 
valid. 

One ground rule is that 
deterministic criticism should 
be reserved for deterministic 
situations, and probabilistic 
criticism for probabilistic situa¬ 
tions, so Meyer is getting his 
wires crossed when he uses 
Einstein's equation in the con¬ 
text of housing research. De¬ 
terministic theory deals with 
certainties, where even a single 
exception is sufficient refuta¬ 
tion, whereas probability theory 
deals with uncertainties, where 
exceptions abound and the aim 
is to discover whether they occur 
in any recognisable pattern. 
Patterns cannot be discovered 
without studyinga large number 
of cases, and the same is uue of 
attempts to refute them. Meyer 
contents himselfwiththreecases 
only, which are too few to make 
an impact. Dcsign-disadvan- 
tagement theory already accom¬ 
modates many more exceptions 
than this. 

Another ground rule is the 
avoidance of irrelevant argu¬ 
ments. Comments on what

reduce various problems. This is 
travesty. In the context to 
which he obviously refers, I 
mentioned the observed/net that 
Hunt Thompson's reduction of 
the disadvantagement score to 
four in the Lea View Estate had 
produced the improvements he 
cites. Merely removing walk¬ 
ways in the Broadwater Farm 
Estate would leave the score at a 
horrific 14, with problems still 
“rife"; and merely consulting 
tenants without an integrated 
improvement programme would 
he n cruel deception. 

In science it is important to 
make one's assumptions ex¬ 
plicit. If wc analyse his state¬ 
ment, “The park is routinely 
vandalised though there arc tui 
council rcnunls within suveml 
thousand yards," wc find he is 
making (wo assumptions as 
follows: 

# all vandalism is the work of 
council tenants; 

• council tenants do not van¬ 
dalise at a distance from their 
estates. 

The scientific handling of the 
first point would be to ascer¬ 
tain whether the park vandals 
are council tenants or not, but 
instead he substitutes the idea 
that they can't be, because ifthey 
were they would live closer. This 
is unsubstantiated reasoning, 
and to compound the error he 
falsely attributes his assump¬ 
tions to me, and then belabours 
me for them. 

Meyer seems rather confused 
about the role of prediction in 
science. It is not the ultimate 
purpose, but a very useful basis 
for testing whether a theory is 
true. For this reason, hypo¬ 
theses or theories should be 
formulated in a way that permits 
testing of the predictions they 
contain. Despite his homily on 
the subject, Meyer's own hy¬ 
pothesis, that social problems 
may be "a matter of lime and 
custom, society and behaviour", 
does not predict anything, and 
certainly not in a testable way, 

He may be interested in our 
own use of prediction. We first 
used four test measures (litter, 
graffiti, vandal damage and 
faeces) to ascertain the design 
types most vulnerable to abuse. 
Wc then predicted that some 
other kinds of social breakdown 
might also increase inrelntion to 
the same designs, and tested the 
prediction for 14 social break¬ 
down measures. Twelve of them 
supported the design disadvan¬ 
tagement hypothesis, but two 
did not. These two were both 
categories of psychiatric dis¬ 
order due to organic enuses 
which, not surprisingly, prove to

he independent of design. 

Prediction was then advanced 
by hypothesising that modifica¬ 
tion of the indicted designs 
might bring about an improve¬ 
ment in the types of social 
breakdown having design-re¬ 
lated distributions. So far eight 
examples have been collected, 
all of which have been definitely 
beneficial. Further examples 
from readers will be welcome; 
we need to know of failures us 
well as successes. 

The present situation is onenf 
conflicting predictions. We 
predict that the improvement 
projects we recommend will 
alleviate social problems. Meyer 
predicts that they will not. The 
only way to resolve this differ¬ 
ence of opinion is to try it and 
see, but Meyer seems so con¬ 
vinced he is right t hat he wants to 
suppress such tests as n waste of 
effort. This is not the att it title of 
science, but an echo of Modern 
Movement utopianism, which 
was so arrogant in its self-esteem 
that it squandered untold wealth 
in building doctrinaire environ¬ 
ments. There was plenty of pre¬ 
diction. but never a test tu 
validate it. The breath of science 
is clearly an overdue ingredient 
of an architect's training.

Depressing 
attack on GLC

rooted racial prejudices and 
discrimination against women 
and gays; measures aimed at 
increasing the accountability of 
the police to those policed;

The Government attack mi

the teeth. To see implicit, 
uncritical acquiescence in these 
attacks permeating the spec¬ 
trum of professional journal ism 
is sud indeed.

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ON Monday, February 17, 
the Greater London Council 
hosted a conference on “Use 
of the River Thames” 1 . 
Nothing so dramatically 
demonstrates the need for an 
overall body with real 
powers as the current chaotic 
arrangements on andaround 
our river where more than 50 
bodies with conflicting in¬ 
terests are vying for greater 
control. 

There is little disagreement 
between employers, users, 
unions, local authorities and the 
community (hat something 
needs to be done, and it is no 
accident that the GLC has been 
taking the lead in getting 
something done. 

Whai emerged at the con¬ 
ference was a dear’ body of 
opinion, albeit a minority one, 
led by the Thames Water 
Authority (TWA) that demo¬ 
cracy is the enemy of profit. The 
argument goes that in this 
competitive world it needs n 
hard-nosed business approach 
to succeed and politicians are 
unlikely to have these qualities. 

Democracy is always a 
delicately balanced mechanism, 
which requires consensus to oil 
it, but time and again we arc 
seeing this oil drained by a 
combined onslaught on the 
planning profession by this 
present Government and the 
development industry. This 
headlong rush to slock the 
arsenal at the disposal of the 
property lobby wilt be regretted 
by these same people when the 
locks to the armoury are 
changed, as they surely will be. 

That is for the future, but the 
question must be asked: “why 
are we so scared of democracy in 
this country; and why isthisnol 
shared by our European 
neighbours?" 

On a recent trip to north 
European pons in preparation 
for the conference on the 
Thames, it became clear that a 
fundamentally different philos¬ 
ophy is at play there. The idea 
that profit and democracy were 
at odds would receive a belly 
laugh in Hamburg, Rotterdam, 
Antwerp or Paris and you can 
see why. 

At Inc some time as the good 
old profit-conscious and un¬ 
democratic Port of London 
Authority has presided over a 
massive decline, democratic 
Antwerp has gone from being 
half l he si ze of London to doubl e 
its size. When I say democratic, I 
mean It is a department of the 
elected council of Antwerp in 
the same way that the planning 
orhousingdepartmentsarepart 
of the GLC 

The same is true of Rotter¬ 
dam. The biggest and probably 
most succcsslu l port in the world 
has the apparent misfortune of 
being n pari of the Rotterdam 
local authority structure. No 
Rltempt there to sell off dock¬ 
lands lo the highest bidder; 
instead a constant quest to 
improve the efficiency and 
operation of the port is their 
prime objective. 

If you as k people in Hamburg, 
Antwerp, Rotterdam] or Pans 
why they are not buildingoffices 
ana hotels and doing deals with 
property, developers, they will 
tell you rather indignantly that 
they are port operators. In this 
country it would be greeted with 
astonishment if you suggested 
they should stick to being port 
operators. 

Philosophy goes to the heart • 
of the matter. In the UK the 
dominance of the finance and 
property lobbies is out of 
proportion to their rear worth. 
This Conservative Government 
and its supporters regard the UK 
rather as an estate agent does his 
portfolio. They have absolutely 
no concept of the national 
interest. 

Again it is worth looking 
across the Channel for com¬ 
parisons. Whereas this country 
Is busy being sold off to the 
highest bidder, the French have 
a rather different view of selling, 
themselves, ft amounts to.

marketing France and every¬ 
thing French. Their approacluo 
planning is a reflection of this, 
and points to the complete 
desertion of nationhood by this 
Government in its quest for 
short-term gain. 

Let me give an example. In a 
recent conversation with 
Christopher Benson, the chair¬ 
man of ME PC and the London 
Docklands Development Corp¬ 
oration, I told him that the next 
Labour Government would be 
introducing a dose of French 
planning 2 . His immediate re¬ 
action was: “That’s not plan¬ 
ning, that’s control”. Never a 
truer word was spoken by a man 
of properly. Of course, this 
response underpins (he Govern¬ 
ment's further recent attempts 
to liberalise the planning 
regime in this country by the 
introduction of simplified plan¬ 
ning zones. Planning in this 
scheme or things is ok ns long as 
it doesn't interfere with the 
market. 

There is a much more sophis¬ 
ticated idea of civic good and a 
dearer idea of the role of the 
state on JJie Continent than 
exists in tile UK. The present 
Government’s agenda would be 
inconceivable in France even 
post-election. The Labour Party 
ts at last starling to wake up to 
this fact, as Roy Hatlerslcy’s 
proposed fact-finding tour of 
France demonstrates. As he 
says, “they would never allow 
essential indust rics to pass out of 
French hands". 

The French nre just as busily 
looking after themselves 
abroad. Ai a time when our 
Government is dismantling our 
already weak planning system, 
France is selling planning to 
foreign countries in the know¬ 
ledge that on (he back of such 
plans major contracts can be 
won for French industry. 

At the recent, inaugural 
meeting of the World Associ¬ 
ation of Major Metropolises in 
Cairo 4 it came as no surprise to 
discover that not only is the 
■masterplan for Cairo a joint 
venture between the Egyptian 
government and the Institute of 
Development and Urban Plan¬ 
ning of the Greater Paris 
Region, but also that the new 
metro is being built by a French 
company. 

One member of the Egyptian 
delegation responsible Tor de¬ 
veloping a new town the size of 
Milton Keynes in the desert 
outside Cairo expressed dismav 
that a system of planning which 
he admired, which he was keen 
to see adopted in his country, 
and which has been widely 
copied elsewhere in the world, Is 
now being discarded as a lia¬ 
bility In the UK when it could be 
marketed as an asset. 

When the French sell assets it 
is with a much longer term view 
in mind than the next public 
expenditure review or even the 
next election. I think it can be 
confidently predicted that the 

■ Channel tunnel will be seen by 
the French as an exciting 
opportunity and by the British 
as a problem. The real problems 
will come when the Pas do Calais 
region qif Frances! arts to exploit 
this indifference to our cost. The 
Continental, practice of linking 

■ democratic and commercial 
decision taking will come into 
play. a practice almost unknown 

, in this country. . 

Itjs precisely because we have 


completely failed to marry the 
two that they are portrayed as 
being in conflict. In part this is 
because of vested interests, but I 
get the impression it is far more 
feaT of the unknown from both 
sides; fear by businessmen that 
they will somehow be lesser 
people if they take a wide and 
longer view and have to accept 
guidance from others; fear by 
those in town halls that 
commerce is for the experts, and 
anyway noneof their business. It 
is this fear which in part makes 
us such bad decision makers. 

It is both the certainty and the 
quality of decision making that I 
believe to be one of the major 
issues that needs to be resolved 


before any lasting progress in 
national recovery can be 
sustained. This must mean n 
return to consensus and the 
establishment of a climate of 
opinion which accepts the vole 
of planning and democratic 
decision making. 

One of the initiatives which I, 
as planning chair, was partic¬ 
ularly keen lo see, but which 
became a victim of abolition, 
was the establishment of an 
arena where public, private and 
academic sectors could meet in a 
joint venture. The vehicle we 
chose was to set up a company 
called Lodis to market in¬ 
formation on tlieolTice markets. 
Despite what commentators

may sny there is no clear 
evidence of the need for, or likely 
success, of schemes like Canary 
Whuff — especially now the 
City is behaving like a cat (hat 
wants its lummy tickled. There 
will be complete anarchy unless 
someone tries to make sense of 
what is going on. 

This Government has ped¬ 
dled the philosophy that “the 
market must decide”, but our 
capital deserves a slightly more 
sophisticated motto than that. 
Even were we to accept the idea, 
the market is much more 
complex than the Government's 
simplistic slogan will allow, 
which iswhythcGLCcntburkcd 
on Lodis and also the largest 


xu rvey of office firms evtrhdi ■ 
the capital.

another and hence also the 
possibility of an equitable 
solution. 

It has tobesaidthatthepublic 
inquiry system is not capable of 
resolving either. It operates n 
delicate balancing act between 
being a Ibrum for public debate 
and a pulpit for expounding 
market forces. It may try vainly 
to pretend lo be impartial, but 
really the public inquiry is no 
more than a thin veneer on a 
system which is designed to 
merely serve property interests. 

What we need to develop is n 
system where all interests know 
where they stand and no interest 
holds sway over another. This 
means a much dearer philos¬ 


ophy of the structure and 
mechanism of decision making. 
I would prefer a system where 
there were no public inquiries, 
but I rccognisethat nosystemwc 
devise can be perfect. This is why 
I am prepared lo go some way 
towards accommodating the 
market-place. Equally, I expect 
a similarly open response from 
them. Whnt sort of structures 
are we talking about? 

It is clear from my experience 
that wc need a clear philosophy 
of the state. Wc also need a clear 
division of responsibility be¬ 
tween state, city, district, in¬ 
dividual and business interests. 

The plethora of advisory and 
vested-interest bodies devised in 


this country us u means of 
avoiding democratic structures 
makes the need fnrthedcbaicon 
structures even more urgent. I 
am not joking when Isay we are 
scared of democracy in this 
country. For democracy to 
work it requires a combination 
of commitments: first, to give up 
a part of our individuality 
whether it be professional, 
personal or profit-led, and 
secondly, a desire to make the 
machinery of democracy work. 

In this climate developments 
like Canary Wharf become 
issues not of principle, but 
simply of competing demands 
which need to be resolved in the 
interests of the capital. It must 


be possible to ascertain how 
much office space a city needs 
without recourse to the drastic 
measures being foisted on the 
capital, yet no-one apart from 
the GLC and a few progressive 
agents has seriously attempted 
the exercise. 

Recu use our decision-making 
process is sn appalling wc arc 
poor al spotting trends and 
challenging them. The litanies 
and London's port is another 
classic example of this. A 
combination of lack of vision 
and luck of in vestment has 
meant a rapid decline in recent 
years. 

As I said in starting, the GLC 
through the Docklands Con¬ 
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sultative Committee has 
managed to achieve u remark¬ 
able degree of consensus that 
something needs to be done. 
Later in the year a Loudon River 
Authority 1 will he luunchcd to 
make :■ start in addressing the 
con dieting interests at play and 
selling the river and port. 
Every thing points to the need 
for im overall body with decision 
making and invest me ni powers, 
and that is wlint wc will be 
seeking to establish in the long 
run. 

It is now clear to me that it is 
only u belief in the vision of 
democratic decision making 
linked to the idea of profit which 
will reverse our national decline.

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Frank Lloyd Wright's 
Imperial Hotel is 
legendary in Japan— 
: it has just been rebuilt 
in a museum. Peter 
Popham recounts its 
history and looks at 
Wright's lasting 
influence in the 
, country. 

MORE than 15 years have 
passed since the demolition 
of Frank Lloyd Wright’s 
Imperial Hotel in central 
Tokyo, but the old “sor¬ 
cerer’s palace”, as brilliant, 
prickly and idiosyncratic as 
the man who designed it, 
refuses to lie down. Its hold 
on the memories of those 
who knew it seems per¬ 
manent. 

Wright is arguably the on I v 
architect this century who has 
succeeded in capturing the 
imagination or the public for 
whom he built and performed. 
His love affairs, his enpes and 
ennes and acid pronouncements 
nil played a part, but photo¬ 
graphs oft he old Imperial prove 
that his architectural work was

at the bottom of it. His aim was 
to dazzle, enchant and amaze. 
And the old Imperial, the finest 
expression of (lie first, most 
buoyant phase of liis long 
career, did all those things to 
perfection. 

H was, by all modern stan¬ 
dards. an extraordinarily fussy 
building from the outside. The 
basic structure, quite compli¬ 
cated enough in itself with its 
eight separate roofs, took 
shelter behind a fantastic array 
of ornaments: huge urns, plan¬ 
ters. carved cornices, piles of 
stone bubbles, decorative mul- 
lions and pillnstcrsand abstract 
stone sculptures. It was fnr too 
nch to lake in at a glance. You 
could spend half a day out there 
by the lily pond, absorbed in it. 

__Onc effect of this battery wns 


to blur the distinction between 
the exterior and the interior, an 
elTecl intensified by the fact that 
the building materials, brick and 
volcanic Ova stone.andeven the 
quality of the decoration, were 
much the same inside and out. 

The lobby was high, consider¬ 
ing the structure’s crouching, 
ground-hugging profile, and 
light filtering in through the 
third-storey windows made it 
feel even higher and lent it a 
slightly submarine quality. 
Beyond, the rest of the building 
beckoned, drawing the guest up 
steps into intimate sitting corn¬ 
ers. in t o bright lounges, t h rough 
into the banquet halt with its 
fabulous decorated stone brack¬ 
ets, or along the corridors to the 
bedroom wings. 

Tile sense of freedom im¬ 


parled by flowing space, space 
which is sculpted as if it were n 
palpable maicrinl, is familiar 
now, but Wright pioneered it. 
And that idea, like so much else 
that was excellent in his work, 
came from Japan. 

Which brings us to the proper 

beginning of the story or Fran k 
Lloyd Wright in Japan. The 
entrusting of the design or 
Japan's most important public 
building to this headstrong, 
visionary foreigner seems one of 
tile most reckless acts ever 
committed by a Japanese in 
authority. But it was not a 
mistake, however much it later 
came to be regretted. 

Under the influence of Japan, 
Wright had given American 
architecture new forms, and a 
newtdeaof beauty; he had even 
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tried to establish it on a spiritual 
basis, summed up iu the phrase 
“organic architecture”, which 
owed much more to the East 
than to the West. With the 
construction of the Imperial he 
was able to repay some of (his 
debt, and at the same time to 
create the finest monument to 
cross-cultural understanding 
that Japan has ever possessed. 

Wright's first encounter with 
Japan was at the Chicago 
World s Fair in 1893. The 
Japanese nniional exhibit was 
housed in a replica of the Ho- 
odo, the Phoenix Hall, nn 
important temple of the Hciun 
period. It has been suggested 
thnt the Ho-odo'splnn.withtwo 
wings extending on cithcrsidcof 
a central hall, wns the inspir¬ 
ation for the somewhat similar 
plan oft he Impcrinl. Perhaps so, 
out this first meeting had many 
other more immediate conse¬ 
quences for his work. 

Wright was only 24 at the lime 
o! the fair, and highly im¬ 
pressionable. Welsh in origin 
American by birth, he was 
struggling against the trend of 
die times to creme an architec¬ 
ture that was not in thrall to the 
historical traditions of Europe.

aristocracy, decided that the 
original 60-room hotel, now 25 
years old, would have to be 
replaced by something bigger. 
No-one seems to know quite 
why Wright got the job. One 
story has Aisaku Hayashi, 
Okura’s business manager, 
combing the West for someone 
suitable. Another says a com¬ 
mittee was sent for the purpose 
to Europe — though why they 
should have found Wright there 
is not explained. The most likely 
explanation is that Wright was 
decided on before anyone took a 
step out of the country. 

He was already famous, 
thanks to a collection of his 
works that had been published 
in 1910, and well thought of 
throughout the West. Hayashi. 
who had worked overseas in the 
art field, would certainly have 
known of him and may even 
have met him. thanks to Wright’s 
interest in woodblock prints. He 
would have known of his affinity 
for Japan. Probably Takeda 
urged his selection too.forwhen 
Mr and Mrs Hayashi arrived at 
Taliesin II, Wright’s headquar¬ 
ters in 1915, to talk about the 
hotel project, they were accom¬ 
panied byTakeda'smost trusted 
pupil. 

Wright was delighted to 


accept the job. He was well 
aware of the prestige of the 
commission, and flattered by 
the good opinion of the Japan¬ 
ese. But besides that, the timing 
was excellent. Wright had hit the 
first serious snag in his amazing 
career. In 1914 his earlier house, 
Taliesin I, had been burned 
down and his mistress and 
household murdered by a mad 
domestic. He had rebuilt and 
recouped, but his career had not 
vet recovered from criticism of 
his morals. It wns just the right 
time to take a long break. 

The Hayashis stayed at Talie¬ 
sin II for a week, during which 
Wrigh t prepared a rough plan of 
the new hotel. A persistent story 
has it that the reason the 
Imperial was so laden with 
Mayan and Aztec ornament was 
that Wright’s commission to 
build a hotel in South America 
had just fallen through, and he 
palmed the Japanese off with a 
second-hand design. There is no 
truth in this plausible-sounding 
tale, but the Imperial’s design 
did have a lot in common with 
another of Wright’s buildings, 
recently completed: t he Midway 
Gardens in Chicago, n huge 
restaurant and beer hall com¬ 
plex built in 1914. The Midway 
looked ns if it rightlv belonged in

In the foreground were the 
Slant protagonists: Wright 
himself, elegant, sagacious, 
serenely convinced of his own 
genius though given in flaming 
tempers; Baron Okura, an Sd- 
year-old with jet hlack hair who 
was still lathering children. In 
supporting roles were Paul 
Mueller, Wright’s brilliant, 
iiddle-playing engineer; the 
tireless manager Aisaku llay- 
aslii, his good nature always 
being taken advantage of hy 
cunning contractors; and Arata 
Endo, Wright's must devoted 
disciple, so intent on emulating 
the master that he tun would 
wear a broad-brimmed hat and 
cape to inspect the construct ion 
and relay Wright's commands. 

Then there were the villains; 
the tricky brick bakers, the 
thieving stone outers, the 
labourers who boozed away 
their wages and held the work 
up. There were language prob¬ 
lems, fires, huge deficits. And 
filially, never far from Wright’s 
mind, was the greatest threat of 
all, “this terrible nniural enemy 
to all building whatsoever", as 
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1 he banqueting hall in die hold's heyday.

At the same time his Western 
nk-as got him into trouble, as he

additional half-year or so lo 
complete. 

As the end drew near, ill 
omens accumulated. Other 
foreigners in town spread ru¬ 
mours that Wright was mad. 
that the building would dis¬ 
appear into the mud at Hie first 
tremble of an earthquake. I It ere 
was a showdown ahout money. 
By opening day on July 1.1922, 
only the central block ami part 
of the north wing were com¬ 
pleted, but with six million yen 
ill ready consumed the hotel’s 
management decided that ihev 
had had enough of Wright and 
politely made him persona non 
grant. The building of the south 
wing was left to Undo. That 
autumn Wright left Japan, 
never to return. I !c was given the 
sort of tremendous scnd-otrilic 
jJapanc.se reserve for those 
foreigners they are really happy 
to sec the backs of. 

Endo finished the hotel ac¬ 
cording to Wright’s specifica¬ 
tions and the date for the 
opening was set, with tmeannv 
dra inn tic sense, for September f, 
192.1. At ll.5K;uu on ilia! day, 
history tells us, A rata Undo was 
sented oil the floor of the great 
banqueting hull. Why? One 
wonders. It doesn’t matter 
though; what mailers is that he 
was at his post. And at the 

moment the greatest earthquake 

in Tokyo’s history belted the 
building. The floor Endo was 
sitting on immediately sank two 
feet. The faithful disciple re- 
solvcd, ir necessary, to go down 
with his master’s creation into 
the mud. 

Fortunately, it wasn’t. The 
damage suffered by the hotel 
was insignificant. During the 
nightmarish days that followed 
when more than 100,000 people 
lost their lives in fires, the new 
imperial was a haven for the 
homeless, and water from the 
pond Wright had insisted on 
helped to keep it that way. No 
matter that many of Tokyo’s 
ol her modern buildings also 
survived the quake: Wright’s 
vision and competence were 
vindicated, and his fame rushed 
through the country. 

So in a sense Wright’s 1m- 
pena! Hotel was a legend from 
its first foil day of operation. 
And a legend is what it remains. 
Just after H was finished, wrote 
ahinjiro Kirishiki, an authority 
on the Imperial’s history, “the 
h0 ‘«! was really beautiful. The 
°ya stone combined 
with the yellow-brown of the 
brick and the gold paint in the 
cracks among the bricks created 
a strange and lovely colour 
scheme. I saw the hotel in my 
youth, and I remember it as a 
son of sorcerer’s palace".

THE exhibition "Turning 
Points at the Talbot Rice 
Art Gallery in Edinburgh 
continues the exuberance of 
the Royal Incorporation of 
Architects in Scotland. 

Last autumn the incorpor¬ 
ation opened its own gallery at 
its headquarters in Rutland 
square and m May will hold an 
V^tural convention in 
Aberdeen. Charles McKean, 
secretary of the incorporation, 
says the convention "will be 
bigger and better than anything 
wc have ever done before 1 ’. 

McKean is quick to point out 
that Turning Points" also fits 
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this bill. Covering the period 
from 1820 to the present day, the 
exhibition presents the RIAS’ 
own collection of paintings, 
drawings.sculpture, models mid 
memorabilia — including sou¬ 
venirs from (lie Empire Ex¬ 
hibition in Glasgow in 1938. 

It aims to show "how the 
presence of a rediscovered or 
reinterpreted past has produced 
turning points in Scottish archi¬ 
tectural history, particularly in 
the design of houses.

Gribloch House near Kippen in 
Stirlingshire. Designed lor the 
Colville family by Kininiiinndi 
& Spence in I93K. the latter, a 
large mansion house complete 
with swimming pool, has been 
described as a mixture of 
Regency and Modern and is 
represented in the exhibition by 
photographs, a model and a fire¬ 
place. 

The exhibition ulso reminds 
us that, during this period, most 
modern buildings were actually 
tried out on either animals (like 
the penguins in London Zoo) or 
miners. There is a photograph of 
the pithead baths at Cardowan 
in Lanarkshire, which were 
designed by J A Dempster in 
1935 and look remarkably like 
the stations Holden was then 
building for London Transport. 

Less adventurous, perhaps, 
was the Chicago-inspired 
Draffen store in Dundee, de¬ 
signed by Thoms & Wilkie 
between 1929-35 (their building 
for The Courier is a belter 
exnmple of this influence) and 
Thomas Tail’s art deco St , 
Andrew’s House in Edinburgh 
of 1934. This has alwaysseemed 
lo me a particularly fascist 
building. 

But if that is so, then his 
reputation is regained by his 
work for the Empire Exhibition 
in Glasgow in 1938. The ex¬ 
hibition contains a photograph 
of this site and a model of nis 
300ft tower, the concrete foun¬ 
dations of which remain in 
Bellahouston Hill. 

Room three introduces us toa 
new kind of architecture — the 
architecture of pleasure, of 
cinemas, ice rinks, roadhouses, 
pavilions, cafes and garages. A 
photograph of the Empire 
Exhibition is striking in that it 
reveals how the exhibition was a 
forerunner of the 1951 Festival 
of Britain. "Turning Points” 
says of the exhibition: "it 
attracted an international 
audience of 13.5 million, despite 
lhe Munich crisis and the wettest 
summer on record, to the 
greatest display of new architec¬ 
ture In Britain in the first half or 
the century." 

The finnl section of the 
exhibition argues: "for 25 years 
after the Second World War, the 
priority was speed and economy 
of construction, and the re¬ 
construction of town centres, 
principally to international 
models. Questions of identity, 
locality or even nationalism 
were considered superfluous 
and inappropriate. The con¬ 
struction boom began lo falter 
in 1973 and stopped by 1979. 
There was a chance lo 
reconsider.” 

This has led, the exhibition 
suggests, to a new emphasis 
upon conservation, rehabil¬ 
itation, an awareness of past 
values and of the importance of 
the environment. There are 
references to Kit Mnrtin's 
conversion of Cullen House into 
13 self-contained units; to T M 
Gray's work in the Grass- 
market, West Port and The 
Pleasance, Edinburgh; to 
Kan tel’s work in Carlton Road, 
West Nicolson Street and Forest 
Hill, Edinburgh; and to the 
conversion ofthe building in the 
Fruit market into the City Art 
Centre by Edinburgh District 
Council's architects.

Ihc exhibition reveals that 
there is a lot n| extremely 
interesting architecture in Scot¬ 
land. though one of the final 
observations in the exhibition 
does strike a cautionary note: 
"'Ihc combination uf delenie 
spending and increased shop¬ 
ping and leisure spending re¬ 
minds one of the fate Roman 
empire: bread and circuses.’’ 
Docs the empire rely, one 
wonders, on ihc continual 
supply of Scottish oil?

The Dilettante 
Methodologist’s Tale 

WHEN, two years ago, I re¬ 
viewed Nato l in BD, I dubbed 
the group with the oxymoron 
"radical dilettantes”, and in an 
article in 7.G magazine ahnut 
Nato, 1 suggested that "madness 
is their method'’. It is curious 
that despite the high level ol 
improvisation among the N;iio 
group a surprising degree of 
principled method cun be ab¬ 
stracted from the "madness". In 
reviewing Coates’ “Arkalbion" 
exhibition 1 induced 24 such 
tenets of "code" from the 
"capricein". 

It is entirely characteristic of 
Nato's mugpie humour anti 
opportunism that these should 
then have been seized upon and 
reprinted in Nato J as "Nato's 
Building Regs”.

NATO began partly out or the 
practice in Coates’ AA unit of 
setting common projects on 
linked in intellectual proposi¬ 
tion and terrain.

Nigel Conies is I he sorcerer’s 
Apprentice who set the whole 
Naio ironmongery shop in 
met ion and then couldn't stop 
il, but decided that things were 
better that way, and so snapped 
the magic wand into nine pieces, 
thus forming Nato. Coates is, 
among other things, an icono- 
grnphical classicist, and very 
much the “baroque" in Nnto’s 
“industrial baroque”. 

Being older than the others, 
Coates' cv includes some very 
recondite prehistory, involving 
explorations in conceptual art, 
performance, theatre design, 
and nightclub culture in the 
1970 m see my introduction to his 
“Arkalbion” AA catalogue). In 
1979 he took over Bernard 
Tschumi's Diploma Unit 10, 
where he had studied and 
assisted, and proceeded to turn 
whnt had been a subtle but often 
arcane investigation or the 
phenomenology or architec¬ 
tural experience through the 
“discourse of events” [see A A 
exhibition catalogue) into a 
lorcing-housc for a new kind of 
urban vision. 

Since the founding of Nuto, 
his own major individual con¬ 
tribution has been "Arkal- 
bton”, exhibited al the A A in

September 1984, where he 
proposed transformation of the 
South Bank from County Hall 
to Lambeth Palace into an 
exploded civic carnival and 
institutional exhibition with 
implications for the governance 
of London and Ilic culture of 
welfare, commerce, and the 
building industry. 

Still the main polemical force 
in Naio, Coates personifies the 
link between function and 
representation, high-life and 
subculture that launched Nato. 
His entry for the Bastille Opera 
House with Benson, Fleissigand 
Villancuva would, if built, have 
projected Nato onto a world 
stage, but perhaps set them on a 
theatrical course that might 
have sundered them from their 
industrial roots and artisan 
kinships (or maybe not — the 
Bastille is in Paris' East End). 

Coates'talent runs to an often 

fantastical excess of colour and 
linage; his Venice Guggenheim 
project, like a chromatic Pira¬ 
nesi, is an orgy or urban ferment.

Jarman, Coates is fond of

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Robert Mull 

Robert Mull might be the 
group's closet rationalist were it 
not for his connoisseurship of 
corrugated iron, n kinship with 
New York street artists like 
systems-graffitist Keith Haring, 
and a weather-eye for over¬ 
loaded trawlers and bicycle- 
powered pantechnicons in the 
Highlands (his family are from 
Tiree). 

Like his partner Calrina 
ueevor he brings a landscaper's 


vision to the inner city, but 
whereas Beevor arrives by sail 
and flight, Mull turns mega¬ 
structures into megaliths and 
pile-ons into pylons through an 
archaeology in reverse that 
layers the nine council estates of 
Troy over each other like 
slacking tables. 

Mull begins with implements 
and elements that indicate 
urban institutions from out of 
daily rituals and domestic 
familiars and ends with the 


physical puppets on five enor¬ 
mous podiums to enact bureau¬ 
cratic events while beneath were 
parks for lorries and tramps. 
Mull’s primitivism meshes with 
a feel for systems in a search for 
architectural language, and to 
that end he is prepared to turn to 
abstraction on his way to 
synthesis. Mull interprets 
"narrative" as a genetic motifof 
design process rather than as 
imminent iconography.

Mark Prizeman is probably the 
Nato group's sharpest social 
Critic, but at the same time its 
driest humorist. An enthusiast 
for Thomas Pynchon, 40s 
Britain, and old engineering 
albums, his eye for architectural 
mendacity is served by a literary 
gift that can make sarcastic 
parables out of unlikely habitats 
and their quirky denizens. 

Prizeman’s powers of tangen¬ 
tial observations are doubtless 
sharpened by his residence in the 
squatters’ qua rter of Bonington 
Square in Vauxhall, which is 
probably the nearest living thing 
to Natodom in London. Here, 
his house is threaded with a 
fertile confusion, of obtuse 
comfort and obscure manuals 
sandwiching cooking, welding, 
and a Beaux-Art chameleon or 
two. Mark is one of Nato’s 
magpie craftsler-artisans, for 
whom art is the expression of

man’s joy in his customising. 
Currently he is making a film, 
‘Radio Dog", withNickTurvey 
(see Nato J), but by day he earns 
a bob a job with a very trad¬ 
itional firm of interior 
decorators. 

For the beginner a gander at 
one of Prizeman’s illustrational 
drawings is probably the quick¬ 
est way to get an inkling of what 
Nato is about, as his imaginative 
alter-realism condenses into 
whole-world scenarios com¬ 
plete with storyboards and 
characters like Felix, the Rev 
Grange Gorbals, Carmen Mc- 
Nemesis, Edwina Slaughter, 
Jules LubBock (sic), Sharalia 
Gerflex, and the Earl of 
Wapping-Wall. 

Prizeman's first Nato-bau 
was his live-in chemical factory, 
a sequence of moody elevations 
and sleazy perspectives for the 
Isle of Dogs. Then for Albion a 
provo-propinquitous precinct 
with apolice tower built above a 
“Gunretish Club”and " Assissi” 
Noah's Ark housing with roof¬ 
top Ostriches, panther-prowl, 
and a pine forest with wolves. 
For Nato's Venice Biennale 
entry Prizeman designed a 
transporter bridge carrying 
gondolas, ski-lift style(Runcorn 


meets the Grand Canal). In Nato 
/ he authored” In verse. Reverse, 
Perverse" from which the 
quotation here is taken. In Nato 
2. "Savage But True" ("I have 
always tried to advocate a sense 
of constructive chaos”), and in 
Nato 3, "Prostitute Choice and 
Taste Political": "/ nipped into 
an alley behind a poster of 
unsuspecting heroes of Albion 
fighting to hide in some sleazy 
night-haunt, probably the Gun- 
fetish ... The alley slipped off an 
avenue of carnal, vulgarity, legs 
supporting platforms. The alley 
was full of people, clogged in the 
dark and damp. Half-naked men 
from the factory stuffing pav- 
^ackets down their trousers. 
Twisted screens, piles of Ironing- 
boards, all behaving like some 
cruel experiment with a cage of 
the higher primates let loose on a 
case of cactus distillate. Paths 
and tracks criss-crossed, filled 
with people tying their laces, 
attending death, and generally 
talk among yourselves dear 
ladles.”

Villanueva’s is one of the most 
serious and consistent minds in 
the Nato group. He will think a 
thing through until all its 1 
implications arc indicated, and 
only then move on to the next I 
thing.

His Isle of Dogs timber-fibre ' 
factory was based on a thorough 
research of the industrial pro- 1 
cesses and attendant facilities 
such as a canal that floated 
timber chips into the works 
between factory housing and a 
lower block stripped into a 
skeletal seasoning tower topped 
by a crane and neighbourhood 
club in the penthouse. Trans¬ 
parent wall-houses raced the 
factory tower and joined fabric 
and motorbike factories in the 
chaos of a lony park. Nearby 
was “Venice", a tightly designed 
structure similar to a multi¬ 
storey car park to encourage 
active dialogue between dif¬ 
ferent life-styles, and “Shed”, 
which stored timber products, 
housed an enormous fireplace 
and canteen as public fixtures 
within the city. From the 
industrial piazza (see Outram's 
at Poyle) activity radiated to 
create dialogue between two 
factory lines, referring both to 


dock and street.

Architectural antagonism be¬ 
comes most provocative when it 
addresses ike problems of the 
city. In this case it does not deal 
exclusively with formal concerns 
and architectural language, but 
also tackles the issue of lifestyle 
directly ...In order to unravel 
what the city is, the continuation 
of this new architectural ex- 
perimentallsm (whether under 
the auspices of bourgeois society 
or not) is essential for the present 
and future resolution of an 
absolute reality, a reality made 
up of format, sivllstic. structural, 
syntactic, and psychic experi¬ 
ences, many of which have never 
been as rich as in the culture of the 
city today".

Mies van dev Rohe by David 
Spaeth, Architectural Press 

As far as Britain is concerned, 
1986 is not the best year for a 
Mies jamboree. The exhaustive 
trial of the architect's reputation 
conducted by last year’s Man¬ 
sion House inquiry, when so 
many of our leading prac¬ 
titioners felt compelled tospring 
to Mies' defence, makes the 
prospect of another Mies/est this 
year somewhat unappetising — 
particularly when Palumbo’s 
defeat means that we will not see 
a Mies building in London after 
all. 

Nevertheless, the centenary of 
so lauded a 20th-century archi¬ 
tect cannot be allowed to pass 
unnoticed. New York has al¬ 
ready led offwith the major Mies 
show at the Museum of Modern 
Art, which will travel later in the 
year to Chicago, Berlin and 
Barcelona (BD March 7). No 
doubt the presses will roll with 
commissioned works on the 
man the architectural press have 
hailed as the "originator" oftlte 
Modern Movement. 

Like other leading German 
architects of his generation, 
most notably Walter Gropius 
fsec BD, May 13, 1983), Mies 
enjoyed two consecutive ca¬ 
reers. From 1907 to 1937 he 
practised in Germany, based in 
Berlin, and attained a degree of 
eminence as one of the leaders of 
Modernism in the 1920s and 30s. 

In 1938 he moved to America 
and from Chicago established a 
world reputation. 

Ludwig Mies fvan der Rohe 
was added later to impress) was 
the son orn stonemason, born in 
Aachen in 1886. Attheageof!3 
he left school to work as an 
apprentice brick mason and 
then, nfiersomc time witha firm 
of interior decorators, went to 
Berlin to become an architect. 

Front 1908 lie worked for 
Peter Behrens, at first under his 
assistant Gropius, and then as 
assistant to Behrens himseir. 

In this period Mies encoun¬ 
tered not only the industrial 
application of architecture 
(Behrens was then working ns 
designer and stylist for huge 
German combine AEG), but 
also wider architectural in¬ 
fluences, particularly Schinkel,

group the Ring or Ten. 

It was in this position that 
Mies consolidated his thinking 
about architecture. Not sur¬

While most German Modern¬ 
ists (Ernst May in Frankfurt. 
Otto Haesler in Celle and Bruno 
Taut and Martin Wagner in 
Berlin) looked to state-funded 
social housing projects as their 
mnin field of practice, Mies 
remained the art-architect (like 
Le Corbusier). Most of his 
products of this period were 
private houses, not housing. The 
Weissenhofsiedlung, a housing 
exhibition in Stuttgart in 1927. 
was an advertisement for this 
"new architecture". Mies, as 
director of the exhibition, 
invited the participation, not of 
the housing specialists (May or 
Haesler) or the hardline func¬ 
tionalists (Hanncs Meyer or 
Hans Schmidt), but of the Berlin 
group and international celeb¬ 
rities like Lc Corbusier. The 
result was closer loan exhibition 
of bourgeois villas than of low- 
income housing. 

In the early 30s the housing 


crew were driven abroad by the 
collapse of the welfare pro¬ 
grammes in Germany, but Mies 
stayed on. became director of 
the Bauhaus after the Meyer 
period in 1930, and moved it to 
Berlin after the closure by the 
Nazis of Gropius’ Dessau build¬ 
ing. 

Mies did not leave Germanv 
until 1938 when the offer of the 
directorship of the Armour 
(later Illinois) Institute of 
Technology in Chicago lured 
him across the Atlantic. 

In America Mies’ thinking 
continued on the lines he had 
developed in Germany and lie 
continued to explore the formal 
language of the 1920s, most 
notably at the NT campus, 
started in the early 1940s. 

Perhaps more importantly, 
the move to the USA brought 
with it a change in building 
types, and from the Seagram 
building (1954-58) onwards, 
Mies became the pre-eminent 
architect of the international 
office block. 

Other aspects of Mies* oeuvre 
in this period disappeared as 


Seagram clones emerged in 
Montreal, Toronto, Baltimore 
and Chicago, although not, in 
the end, in London. 

A problem for historians of 
Mies is the disappearance of 
private papersfrom theGerman 
period. David Spncth does not 
mention this difficulty, but he is 
not a historian and is not overly 
concerned about sources and 
methods. Rather, Spaeth is a 
Miesdisciplefrom the American 
period, and what he gives us is a 
straightforward enthusiast’s 
guide to Mies’ life and work, 
with emphasis on the American 
years. The German period tends 
to be treated ns a preamble. 

Any attempt to place Mies in a 
broader rc-examination of the 
history of Modernism is left to 
Kenneth Frampton’s introduc¬ 
tion. While Spaeth gives a fair 
coverage of the main points of 
the story, he does not aim to 
produce ascholarly or critical re 
evaluation of Mies’ place in 20lh 
century developments. His 
book, while undeniably useful, 
cannot be regarded ns in any 
sense definitive.
